The 
other Hue of argument went to the

of the government. If we examine the 
debute in detail it appears that most

Stopped Naturalization Frauds. 


From 19U1 to 10W a successful inves- 


tigation of naturalization affairs was 
made by the secret service, with tbe 
result of obtaining hundreds of convic- 
tions of conspirators who were convict- 
ed of selling fraudulent papers of nat- 
uralisation. 
(Subsequently 
congress 


passed a very -wise law providing a 
special- service and appropriation for 
the prevention of naturalization frauds, 
but unfortunately at 'tlie same time 
that the r.r 
against the secret serv- 


ice was taken congress also cut down 
the appropriation for this special serv- 
ice, with the .result of crippling the 
effort to stop frauds In naturalization.) 
The fugitives Greene and Gaynor, im- 
plicated In n peculiarly big government 
contract fraud, were located and ar- 
rested in Canada by the secret service. 
and, thanks to this, they .have .since 
gone to prison for .their crimes.

in the investigation of crimes under 
Che peonage laws, and owing partly 
thereto numerous convictions were se- 
turcd aud the objectionable practice 
tvrj practically stamped out. at least 
In many districts.

Atlantic battleship fleet finished, two 
days ahead of its schedule time, the

Is 1440 knots. 


The fleet sailed from Colombo Dec. 


20. -The loss of a seaman from the 
battleship Illinois, who fell overboard 
and was drowned, was the only acci- 
dent to mar the voyage from Colom- 
bo. 


The array of battleships was an 


Impressive sight. 
The weather was 


splendid and the bay was crowded 
with launches and sailing craft, the 
occupants of which enthusiastically 
welcomed the snipe which, despite 
their long trip, looked o.n smart and 
trim as though they had turned out 
for a naval review. 
All the vessels 


were in first rate fighting condition. 


When the fleet had come to anchor 


the Egyptian and canal authorities 
went aboard the flagship and wel- 
comed Rear Admiral Sperry, who ex- 
pressed himself as well satisfied with 
the results of the cruise from Co- 
lombo. 


Universal regret Is expressed by 


the people here that the visit of the 
battleships will be brief. It had been 
expected that a representative officer 
would visit Cairo and be presented to 
the khedive on the anniversary 
of 


his accession to the throne, Jan. S. 
A contingent of officers and men left 
by special train for Cairo Sunday af- 
ternoon . 


The converted cruiser Yankton en- 


tered the canal Sunday afternoon and 
the supply ship Culgoa passed in last 
night. 
The former has a number of 


doctors aboard and the latter a large 
supply of provisions and stores. Both 
are'going to Messina at full speed. 


The canal authorities have made 


special arrangements for all the bat- 
tleships to have a clear run through 
the canal and they therefore will not 
stop at any of the numerous stations 
where ships usually tie up to permit 
the passage of vessels which ordina- 
rily have the right of way.

The crater of the volcano faces the 


northwest and Is about one-third down 


side of the mountain. It is about 


170 yards in diameter. 
The principal 


town of the island, with a battery, 
stands on the eastern side and is di- 
vided into two parts, San Vincenzo 
aad San. Bartolomeo. 
The 
houses, 


are low, with flat roofs, though somet 
of them are two stories high. 


Despite the stupendous volcano on 


the island, the soil there is extreme- 
ly fertile, and some of the finest wines 
In the Mediterranean are-made there, 
and a moderate quantity 
of 
wheat, 


barley, cotton and figs are grown. 


King and Queen Return 


The king and queen arrived in this 


city last night, coming by'motor car 
from Naples. Their early arrival'was 
unexpected.

A Student's Story 


A young student, Teodoro Rositanl, 


who walked eleven miles to escape 
from Reggio, tells a terrible tale of 
the first moments of the earthquake, 
in which he lost a sister and'other 
relatives. 
Rosltani thus describes his 


experiences: 


"Together with my companions, I 


was in a train waiting to go to San- 
giovannl, the nearest spot 'on the 
mainland, to Messina, when the car- 
riage was 
literally 
lifted 
off 
the 


tracks, the station crumbling to the 
ground before our eyes. 
There was 


a roar like a hundred cascades fall- 
Ing from a height. 
Ou? terror 'lasted 


only a moment and we were soon 
climbing the heap of rubbish, all that 
was left of the station, guided by the 
cries of distress. We dragged forth 
the family of the station master, all 
of whom were badly injured. 


"Meanwhile the shocks continued 


and the sea gathered itself into a wall 
of water, destroying everything it 
touched. 
The sun had risen before, 


we had completed our work of res- 
cue at the station. At our backs fire 
had broken out, illuminating 
the 


scene, which words fail to illustrate. 


"We were roused from our work by 


shouts and found ourselves in the em- 
brace of the rest of our companions, 
who had escaped from the seminary. 
We soon joined bands of monks going 
about giving aid wherever it was 
possible, and later we found ourselves 
before a convent in which there were 
many poor girls, those alive being in 
a state to touch the hardest 
heart. 


From that place we removed fourteen 
corpses of nuns and girls."

L. Lilley In Connecticut. 


As Vermont inaugurated Governor 


Prouty last fall, the New Year will 
see new men at the head of all ?Ix 
of the New England states, for the 
first time In many years. 


In New Hampshire and Connecti- 


cut the incoming 
legislatures 
will 


elect United States senators. 


The most important matters which 


will come before the Maine legislature 
this year are expected to be those 
of taxation and various phases of the 
prohibitory law. The last legisla- 
ture passed a bill providing for the 
appointment of a

commission 


which recently reported its findings 
and recommendations. These will be 
taken up by the new legislature. An 
effort will also be made, to repeal the 
so-called Sturgls law, a 
measure 


which was passed four years ago find 
which placed the enforcement of the 
prohibitory laws in the hands of state 
officials.

She did not see the actual shooting,

Tuberculosis in Cattle and Hogs. 
The bureau of animal industry has 


made a number of tests, shoving ttat 
the most Important factor m the 
spread of cattle tuberculosis Is the 
manure. 
It 
has 
been 
generally 


supposed that milk was not likely 
to be affected -inless the COWL u-lder 
was tuberculosus. 


The bureau has found, however, 


that the manure from 'diseased cows 
is usually heaviJy laden • wjth tuDer- 
culosis bacteria and as these are 
easily end almost surely introduced 
into the milk, under ordinary meth- 
ods of milking a single tuberculous 
cow may e3sct the milk of an en- 
tire stable. 


Hogs, according to the bureau, also 


easily acquire tuberculosis .rom fol- 
lowing cows in the pasture or from 
feedding from skim milk or separator 
milk from tuberculoMs cattle. 
The 


great Increase in tuberculosis among 
hogs is stated 'ly the bureau of ani- 
cial Industry to he almost entirely 
traceable to their association with 
affected 
cattle, 
and 
the 
bureau 


strongly recommends the sterilization 
of all skim or separated milk from 
public creameries before It is fed to 
calves or pigs. 


Tuberculosis among animals is not 


necessarily acquired 
through 
the 


mouth or nose, as has been generally 
supposed. 
For instance, tuberculo- 


sis of the lungs was produced in tio;rs 
by inoculating them in the tips of 
their tails. 


There has been considerable dis- 


pute as to whether human and r-o- 
vine tuberculosis are practically one 
and the same, the famous Koch the- 
ory raising a storm of dissension— 
at least as to whether huraan tuber- 
culosis and consumption can result 
from the consumption of tuberculo- 
sis milk, etc. 


Dr. Melvin, chief of the bureau of 


animal Industry, hold to the view 
that the two forms cannot be classed 
as separate and distinct diseases j.n,i 
tthat measures to protect persons 
fro-n animals ?ro highly necessary, 
from 
infection 
from 
tuberculosus 


"But ivhether," he said, ji speak- 


ing of the matter, "the subject la re- 
garded from the standpoint of pro- 
tecting human health, or of promot- 
ing the welfare of the live stock in- 
dustry, it is beyond question of ar- 
gument that it is highly important 
for our stock raisers, farmers ac1 
dairymen to eliminate tuberculosis 
Horn their herds." 


Dr. Melvlu's predecessor as cnief 


of the bureau of animal industry, \j. 
E. Salmon, also held that bovine Uib- 
erculosis was transmissible to hum- j 
ans and he took the very sensible 
view that even admitting there w&s 
doubt about the matter, the ouly 
safe course to pursue was to -.s- 
sumc t«at it was transmissible and 
to make and enforce regulations ac- 
cordingly.

That Italian laborers save more 


money at the same wages thun ttny 
other European 
Immigrants is a 


statement made In a report of the 
department, of commerce and !'.ibor. 
The »eason is easily found, says t*te 
New York Sun. 


A great Eiujority of the unskilled 


laborers In this country are employ- 
ed in railroad construction aud shM- 
carried on where there ;uv no ac- 
commodations 
lor 
boarding 
and 


lodging 
the 
men. Tl'- 
board Ins 


camp thus becomes essential to the 
contracting company. 


In the case of men of all nationali- 


ties except the Italians a fixed charge 
Is made for the lioa.rdit\K and lodging 
o£ each man. The Italians, however, 
Insist on buying and cooking their 
own food. 


Investigation of the records of a 


contracting 
company 
employing 


luauy laborers or various nationali- 
ties in railroad construction showed 
that the actual cost to the company 
of groceries, provisions and payment 
for eoo~ks. waiters, fuel, light, etc., 
at its boarding camps was 19 cents 
a meal, or $3.99 a week for each 
man. 
The men were charged ?1S a 


month for board and Ic/lgliig. 


Tho Italians at the oiisips of tho 


same company lived mostly on maca- 
roni, sausage, cheese, sardines and 
bread being the staples 
and

a mouth for beer, cheap cigars and 
tobacco, which with the expense of 
$1 a mouth for shanty rent brought 
tho total cost of living up to about 
$l<i a month.
